As promised, let's start our extended intros with Jim Albrecht: 
"I recently got into the FM DX hobby although I've been DXing AW since 
1971 and belong to the IRCA, I became interested in FM DX when noticing a 
strong temperature inversion on the local weather radar on TV. This was 
last September. My first catch was WJML 98.9 Petosky MI, To this date 
I've heard 224 stations in less than one year. My receiver is a 
Panasonic RF-2200, which is so sensitive it picks up images from stations 
like WOJO 105.1 Evanston IL, WPLB 107.3 Greenville MI, and WLJY 106.5 
Marshfield WI, My location certainly wouldn't be called the greatest. I 
live some 6 blocks to one mile from a tower farm, which houses WZUU 95.7, 
WKTI 94.5, WFMR 96.5, WEZW 103.7, WLPX 97.3, WUWM 89.7, and WYMS 88.9, and 
get ima plus and pest of the local stations. Despite this, 
I've heard most of the catches from this location, Others heard at the 
lakefront and at a friend's house. I've heard stations on E-skip only 
twice, 6/18/80 and 7/17/80, My best catch so far on E-skip is KVLY 107.9 
Edinburg TX, FM DX is quite exciting and would like to learn more about 
meteor scatter and auroral conditions, Look forward to contributing to 
this club." 

Next in line is new member David Newkirk: "Radio has been a 
fascination for me since 1968, when I first sat down with a BCB radio and 
found WWL, WWVA, even KFI in my ears between and beyond the local 
programming. An amateur license followed -- WN9CJS -- in 1969, with BCB 
and 3-30 MHz SWLing still great interests. I had the privilege of 
undertaking a 3 year stint with the American Radio Relay League in the 
service of amateur radio from 1974 to 1977, with the permutations in

NEW TV TRENDS FOR ‘81... There are changes occuring in set design for ‘81. More sets 
are being offered with SAW filter i-f circuitry. In theory this should mean that sel-' 
ectivity 1s getting better, but as always, if you're considering a new set for Dxing, 
give it a well rounded test. A SAW filter 1-f will assure you of less 1-f detuning as 
the set ages, and fewer components to fail...The hottest new feature is another type of 
filter, called a comb filter. This new component is installed in the luminance circuit 
of color receivers and is said to increase picture resolution by 25%. Because it is not 
in the 1-f circuit, it has no effect on selectivity, Within 1-2 years, comb filters will 
be a feature of the majority of "quality* color sets, while about a third may feature SAW 
filters...Other strong trends include sound circuits with improved fidelity, a lowering 
of the cost (and an increasing use) of digital channel tuning. Some high end TV sets are 
being offered with added channels for conventent hook-up to CATV systems...0n the mono- 
chrome scene, several manufacturers have introduced very compact TV receivers. Inspired 
by the now discontinued Sinclair receiver, the new receivers seem to offer better perfor- 
mance and battery life at somewhat greater bulk. 


NEW FM AUTOSOUND TRENDS...For '81 more manufacturers will be offering over-$500 auto 
AM/FM/tape corbos. There {s a very strong trend toward digital tuning. FM sensitivity, 
selectivity and resistance to overloading all appear to be {moroving. Other refine- 
nents include automatic blend circuits to reduce noise on stereo signals and automatic 
notse blankers to foil fonition noise. Pioneer, famous among FM-Diers for their Super- 
tuner series, has begun a Sunertuner II series with built-in "PNS nofse supresston.” 
Other specs were unavailable. Most autosound manufacturers are beginning to offer 
radios that will fit into the tiny openings in GMs new X-body cars. Of this group, the 
most imoressive is the Kenwood KRC-411. Weighing in at over $300 list, the KRC-411 is 
an AM/FM/cassette with digital readout of frequency and time, and five AM and five FM 
oresets. There is little doubt that the new Kenwood unit wiil be supertor to the dis- 
appointing Delco AM/FH/FH stereo radio offered by GY. Unfortunately, I discovered this 
the hard way. When I ordered my Buick Skylark, there were no “quality” aftermarket 
radios available. so instead of waiting I ordered a Delco. While FM sensitivity 1s not 
» 1t cannot begin to compare with the Bendix radio in my old 7 year old Cougar. It 

arent that the capture ratio is very poor. Multipath distortion {s much more 
prevalent. The number of button presets fs a total of 5 for AM and FM, whereas 10 was 
an industry standard for factory radios. Another aside, the cassette deck (which 1s a 
Separate under dash unit fed into the radio) has an awful s/n ratto--probably about 35 
or 40 d8. In short, if you're considering an X body, consider an aftermarket radio. In 
fairness to GM, I should say that the AM portion seems quite good. A good combo might 
be a (MAM in-dash unit with a Pioneer under-dash FM Supertuner. 


UNDERDASH TV SOUND CONVERTER AVAILABLE...Kraco has introduced an under-dash converter to 
brina TV sound to your FM car radio. No other details yet available, but it might be 
Just the thing for avid TV-Dxers who do a lot of driving. 


TWENTY HOURS ON ONE VCR? THE DECK IS STACKED...Just fn case you want to record the 
entire broadcast day of a local or ten straight movies, Sony will soon be offering a 
4 cassette stack loader for use with their SL-5400, SL-5609 and SL-5800 Betamax VCRs. 
At the recent Consumer Electronics Show, I had an opportunity to fee the AC-309 "Auto- 
changer” in action. This amazing baby robot 1s microprocesser controlled, with three 
motors for motivation. In less than 15 seconds, the AG-30 withdraws the recorded 
cassette and pops in a fresh blank. The unit can be programmed for recording 4 events 
over a 2-week pertod. The AC-370 fs exvected to sell this fall for under $200.

EUROPEAN CITIES

Salzburg TV - Cottage Hotel 


When I entered ay room at the Cottage Hotel, I was delighted to find 
@ Philips Color TV. At 1410, all stations were showing test patterns. 
Channel 2 (or 8), was playing classical music from the baroque period 
(1600-1750), while Channel 3's (or 9's) background music was English 
rock. Stations signed on about 1500 or a little later. 

Test patterns were much more colorful in Austria than those we s 
here. Small vertical strips in many colors were at the top of the screen, 
while the bottom of the screen had small horizontal strips of color, all 
enclosed in a circle. On the left is a diagram of the channel selector. 
There were 12 channels in all on the set, but only five stations. The

I was surprised at the limited hours these stations broadcast each day.

I was hoping the broadcasting guide of the London Times would set me straight as to 
the exact frequency of each station, but I find myself confused. It seems that all 
stations are simulcast 100% of the time on the FM, AM, long wave, and medium wave 
bands. Here ic what the London Times shows: WAVELENGTHS : Radio 1 medium wave 275m/ 
1089kHz or 285m/1053kHz. Radio 2 med wave 330m/909kHz or 433m/693kHz and 88-91 VHF. 
Radio 3 med wave 247m/12i.5kHz and 90-92.5 VHF. Radio 4 long wave 1500m/200kHz and 
92-95 VHF. Greater London area only : red wave 720kH2/417m. LBC 261m, 97.3 VHF, Cap- 
ital 194m, 95.8 VHF. World Service : med wave 648kiz (463m). BBC Radio London 206m, 
94.9 VHF. Here is what I found on the FM band in London:

I did have a Kinloch black and white TV in my room. There were four possible sta~ 
tions on the set, with three stations on the air. BBC-1, BBC-2, and ITV-1 were on 
the air. No station broadcasting on ITV-2. The London Times lists three TV stations. 
They are BBC-1, BBC-2, and Thames. BBC~1 and BBC-2 sign on at 0640 with sign off at 
0010. Thames has a sign on at 0930 and sign off is 0025. Rather than saying sign off 
in England, it is referred to as close. All seen and heard 8/9-10/80.

My final destination was Edinburgh, Scotland, where I attended the annual conven- 
tion of the Internation Double Reed Society, an organization for oboe and bassoon 
players. The convention lasted four days, but I spent exactly one week there.

All buses (double deckers) had large signs on them plug- 
ging Radio Forth. A few souvenirs brought back included a tee-shirt, 
Sweatshirt, cup, and pen with big letters on each reading: Close To You 
194 Radio Forth. The cup reads: 194 medium wave, 96-8 VHF STEREO. 
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Radio Forth was certainly Edinburgh's most popular station, and the only 
station using a frequent non-ID of "194." 
Once again, the frequencies of 99.1 through 103.1 were loaded with police calls 
coming in loud and clear. There was a great deal of unlavful activity on Friday and 
Saturday nights that was fun to listen to. 


Edinburgh TV - Golf View Hotel 
There was a nice TV set in the lounge of the hotel, where three channels were on 
the air. BBC-1 and BBC-2 both sign on at 0515 with a 0015 close. STV (Scotland TV) 


signs on at 0930 with a 0005 close. Here is a listing of evening TV programs from 
the August 13th edition of the Edinburgh Evening News:

As you can see, many European FM stations employ a "freeform" style and play a 

of music, rather than following a strict format of rock, country, jazz, etc. 
You've also probably noticed the lack of disco, country, gospel, soul, and Latin on 
many of these stations. Austria and France seemed to play mainly classical, rock, and 


jazz selections. In England and Scotland, 1950 rock was still played, with country 


music being popular also. Elvis Presley records are extremely popular in Great Brit- 
ain, and at expensive prices. Records in Austria were selling between 160 shillings 
($12.80) and 180 shillings ($14.40). I found everything to be at least double ameri- 
can prices. 

I looked for antennas atop houses and buildings throughout my travels. All antennas 
were much smaller than we see here. Yet, they seemed to have the same number of el~ 
ements. Not once did I see a tower with an antenna on it! 

It was surprising to find so few FM stations in these large cities. I was expecting 
the FM band to"be loaded with stations, but not so. I went into a Radio-TV store in 
Edinburgh and asked when the FM band was born in Europe. I was told 1960. The men I 
talked to were amazed that here in the US one could hear as many as three, four, or 
five stations on one frequency simply by rotating an antenna! 

I enjoyed looking at FM tuners in these countries. Most are identical brands as we 
see selling here, but a few tuners did not go above 104 MhZ. As yet, there are no FM 
stations in Europe above 102.1. 

Television programs seem to be of a higher quality in Europe. One doesn't find a 
station overloaded with game shows, sobbing soaps, comedy programs, etc. Instead, 
there is much news and educational programing. Seems that competition and ratings 
are not stressed as strongly. Fewer stations in large cities no doubt account for 
this. 

For DXing purposes, I bought an Imperial PR-202 AN-Mi portable radio by Superscope- 
Cost was $19.95, I am quite pleased with it, although I do get some cross modulation 
which is always uncalled for. During the summer, I was pulling in St. Louis stations 
at 310 miles with strong signals on this radio. 

Now for tae big question: If 1 suddenly moved to any one of these five cities, 
would I continue to Dx the FM band? Doubtful, but I would try! Since there are fewer 
stations, no definite ID's or frequencies given, it would certainly be a challenge. 
The language problem would also make it difficult. DXing the AM band would actually

All summer long I've tried to take Jim Alexander's good advice and find an antenna 
man to horizontally stack two Winegard FM antennas for me. I called every antenna 
vice in town. Most antenna men here had never even heard of such a thing! Can you be- 
leive this? Some stores wouldn't even return my phone calls after I told them what I 
wanted. I finally found one man who was interested, but had never done this type of 
work. He said he would 1 know soon.I even had him re the article in a previous 
WUD regarding antenna stacking. One month pas: with no response, so I finally stopped 
at the store where he works. He told me that they really weren't equipped t) do that 
type of work and it probably wouldn't help reception anyway! I still can't veleive what 
morons and idiots these so called antenna men have proven to be. What am I supposed to 
do, fly an expert in from the Winegard factory? Any of you DXers have any suggestions? 
If so, let me hear from you before the snow starts to fly this winter. 

I can't understand why Central Indiana needs another hillbilly station over in 
Alexandria! Just another one of those worthless auto garbage stations to put up with. 
This station is on 24 hours every day, seven days a week. My best frequency of 92-1 
with 26 stations heard, is now ruined. WBST had to go on 24 hours seven days a weeks 

When I began DXing in 1972, I didn't tape anything. What a fool I was! When I told 
some friends here I had heard TX and FL on MM, I was accused of being a liar. So, in 
late May of 1977, the tape decks began recording everything. After three months of 
recording and saving ID's, I played the tape back and counted the number of stations 
I had recorded. Beleive it or not, but I had exactly 300 ID's taped with 103 of them 
being from the Ed. band. If anyone can ton this, more power to you. The previous record 
was 103 Ed. band stations in one year's time. 1977 was a good summer, but certainly not 
as good as 1980. Some stations I heard in the early 70's have never been heard again 
to get on tape, especially some heard by Es. ae 4

Az Stacked-bay DHF TV antennas work extremely well for DXing UHF PSB, 
especially the 470-512 Miz "[" band (shared with UHF TV). Some types of

they should be vertically mounted, not horizontally as for TV. You can 
use a 300/75 ohm in and low-loss coax for the run to your scanner.

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AM/FM TUNER 
by PETER SAWATZKY, VE3IXQ 


While numerous ‘synthesized’ receivers and tuners are currently avail- 
able on the market, none to date have offered features useful to the serious 
FM DxXer. While digital frequency readout is a significant improvement over 
analog dial readout on conventional tuners, it should be noted that: most 
such units are of the phase locked loop (PLL) variety. 


While this type of circuitry offers some interesting features such as 
random access ‘preset station’ capability, and has the advantage of precise 
tuning, it must be remembered that the tuner cannot be detuned from any of 
the 100 allocated frequencies. This is a considerable disadvantage to the 
DXer, especially in an area where many locals are present, as it is freq- 
uently necessary to receive a weaker station on an adjacent frequency by 
tuning further away from the stronger station, but certainly not by a full 
allocated frequency as would be dictated by a PLL synthesized tuner. 
Consider also the case where a foreign station not on an American allocated 
frequency were to be received. The PLL tuner could not be detuned to a 
‘split! frequency. This might also be a consideration in the event the FCC 
were to begin allocating split frequencies or adding allocated frequencies 
above or below the present 88.1-107.9 MHz range. Any re-allocation of the 
present FM broadcast band would effectively render the PLL synthesized FM 
tuner obsolete. 


Also, it has been noted that FM tuners consisting of varactor-type 
front ends tend to, on the average, have lower sensitivities at signal 
levels below those used to establish IHF sensitivity ratings. This is pre- 
sumably due to differences in the quieting curves. This phenomenon is 
evidenced by Pioneer's 'Supertuner' line. Both the KP500 and the KE3000 
models are acclaimed by Pioneer as consisting of their ‘Supertuner' design 
and both have identical sensitivity specifications (according to Pioneer's 
own manuals), but the analog KP500 model was noted to have considerably 
greater sensitivity at the low signal end than its KE3000 PLL-type counter- 
part. 


The only other commonly available type of FM tuner with digital freq- 
ueney readout consists basically of a conventional analog tuner with cir- 
cuitry (commonly a dedicated IC) which converts the local oscillator to a 
digital signal, which, when driven into the display, shows the frequency 
to which one is tuned. Frequently the digital display in this type of de- 
sign is complemented with a conventional analog dial for those who are 
squeamish about converting to a full digital design all at once. The prime 
disadvantage in this type of design is that the ‘preset station’ recall 
capability and the 'auto-scan' and ‘search’ capabilities cannot be incorp- 
orated, because essentially the tuner is not digital and hence cannot be 
digitally controlled to produce these features. 


While these latter features may initially not appear to be of great 
interest to the FM Dxer, it should be noted that most Dxers are at many 
non-DX times also listeners and/or may tape music, which makes both a much

simpler and more pleasurable experience. Having had experience with such 
tures renders them almost indispensible. Most of these latter non-PLL 
2 tuners also offer only 0.2 MHz display increments, or, at best, 0.1 MHz 
ts. This offers only marginal usefulness towards frequency read- 


ability when detuning from strong signals to receive weaker adjacent channel 
stations. 


Now comes the Akai model AT-VO4, offering the best of both worlds and 


incorporating additional features which many of either of the previous types 
do not have. 


Firstly, the AT-vo4 features a ‘fluorescent’ digital readout with dis- 
play increments of 0.05 MHz. This aids significantly in true frequency 
®eadout when detuning, as previously mentioned, is required. 


While the unit is billed as a ‘digital synthesizer’ tuner by Akai, it 
obviously not of the PLL variety. This is evidenced by the fact that in 
te of its full complement of auto-scan, search and preset station capa- 
ties, it is capable of full manual override--not incremental as in the 
je of conventional analog tuners. 


Hence, the AT-VO4 is basically a dual-mode tuner, capable of PLL-type 
+ search and preset station capabilities, but converting at the touch 
a tuning knob (literally--the tuning knob is touch sensitive) to fully 
og operation. 


First, let us examine the non-manual tuning mode. ‘Auto' tuning in- 
rated a two-position momentary contact switch, one position for down- 
ig and the other for up. By depressing the switch momentarily on either 
, the tuner tunes in the corresponding direction on the band until a 
ition of at least a preset signal level is found. ‘The audio is muted 
1 the station has been found and locked onto. If, however, one wishes 
ass several stations, one simply maintains the ‘auto’ tune switch in 
depressed position until the frequency readout indicates that area of 
band just prior to which the station of interest is located. At this 
it, release of the switch will cause the tuner to lock onto the next 
lable station which produces at least a certain signal strength (in- 
ally adjusted). ‘The tuner is not of the PLL variety in spite of the 
that it uses a varactor-type front end. Auto-tuning is accomplished 
means of a digitally controlled analog voltage ramp inserted into the 
actor tuner. This scheme necessitates a frequency readout circuit 
ed on the local oscillator frequency, as in the case of the common 
-PLL type analog tuners with digital frequency readout. Of particular 
terest in the auto tuning mode is that ‘scrolling’ is possible-~i.e. 
e voltage ramp is controlled in such a manner that once one tunes to the 
top of the band and continues to up-tune, it automatically resumes up- 
scanning from the bottom of the band, and of course, the converse is true 
for down-tuning. Unlike PLL-type tuners, the full tuning range goes well 
beyond the allocated band of 88.1 through 107.9 MHz, extending from 87.40 
to 108.20 Miz. ‘This is quite useful in that it enables reception of 
channel 6 TV audio which is a good indicator for FM sporadic E-skip in 
areas with no strong channel 6 locally. 


The manual mode of tuning is engaged by touching the manual tuning 
Knob which is electronically touch sensitive. When changing from the auto- 
ng to the manual tuning mode (and vice versa), muting is automatically 
aged for a period of a second or so. Manual tuning is equivalent to 
t on a conventional tuner, with infinite resolution. Scrolling is not 
sible, however, in the manual mode and manual tuning, when selected, 
ms the frequency to that last selected in the manual tuning mode, not 
tt last obtained in the auto-tuning mode. The reason for this is, that 
the manual tuning mode utilizes the same varactor tuner, a multi-turn 
mtiometer (very smooth in operation) is used as a voltage divider to 
a DC voltage into the varactor tuner stage. When returning to the 
tune mode, however, up/down scanning resumes from that frequency to 
ich the manual mode was used to adjust the frequency.

A total of 14 stations can be programmed into memory--7 on FM and 7 on 
AM. ‘These can be programmed into memory while in either manual or auto tun- 
ing mode. It is interesting to note that in order to recall a station on a 
frequency, a station must be present on that frequency with a certain min- 
imum signal strength, since the principle on which the tuner operates is 
that it searchs for signal strength on or about the pre-programmed frequency, 
and then locks onto it. If, for example, the tuner were programmed for 
strong station on 92.7 MHz, and that station were off the air when reselected 
in the preset mode, the tuner would look slightly on either side of that 
frequency. If it were to find a strong signal on either 92.5 or 92.9 Miz, 
for example, under these circumstances, it would lock onto one of these.

onto a station with a certain minimum 
signal strength, it is of minimal use to the DXer who wishes repeatedly to 
call up various good DX frequencies which would normally be vacant. In 
order to keep the memory intact while the tuner is not powered, the unit 
contains three standard ‘AA’ penlight batteries which need replacement 
approximately once a year. These are readily accessible in the rear of the 
unit. 


The frequency readout is extremely visible, even under high ambient 
light conditions, due to the bright 'flourescent' display technology used. 
The flourescent display also includes an "AM" and "FM" display and a "MHz" 
and "kHz" display. The digits are about 4" high and are clearly visible 
across a large room, 


In addition to the attractive blue frequency readout, the AT-VO4 is en- 
dowed with a full complement of rather impressive LED indicators. Each of 
the 7 pr station switches has above it a green LED to indicate which 
pre: tation has been selected, when in that mode. An 8th switch which 
enables preset station programming into memory also has above it a green 
LED to indicate when the tuner is in the programming mode. A five-segment 
red LED array indicates signal strength. While this type of display cannot 
be as definitively read as an analog meter, it has found to be adequate ex- 
cept when weak stations are selected. A center-tuning display comprises 
three LED's, two red and the center one green to indicate when the station 
has been tuned in correctly. The stereo indicator LED is red. 

green LED above manual tuning knob is turned on when that mode 
lected. It is impressive and pleasurable to view the signal strength, 
center-tuning and stereo LED's change continually while tuning, especially 
in the auto-tuning mode, 


Other front panel features and controls include three levels of muting 
(one off, one internally preset and the last user-adjustable via a rear 
panel control), a stereo/mono mode switch, AM/FM selector switch and power 
switch. 


Rear panel controls include the previously mentioned muting level con- 
trol, an audio level control to control the audio output level to your amp- 
lifier, and separate local/distant switches for both AM and FM to reduce 
signal levels in areas with overload problems. Overload, incidentally, has 
not been noted to be a problem with this tuner. 


Antenna inputs include three separate sets of FM connections, one 
75-ohm screw-terminal type, one 300-ohm screw-terminal type and the other 
@ coaxial 75-ohm connector type (although not F59 connector compatib: 
AM antenna input consists of a built-in adjustable ferrite bar antenna as 
well as an external input (for which, it would appear, a European style of 
connector may be required). Only a single set of phono output connectors 
is provided--i.e. if taping capability is desired, it must be done directly 
from the amplifier. Also, unfortunately, the AT-VO4 does not have a separ- 
ate 8-ohm headphone output. 


Performance-wise, the AT-VO4 is state-of-the-art. Its 1.6 uV IHF 
sensitivity rating and greater than 75 dB alternate channel selectivity 
rating can almost be believed, as when it was compared A-B with the classic 


ST-5130, negligible differences were noted on either parameter. 1

‘The dual-mode non-PLi nrc 
feature, while ideal for the PM DXer, may not necessarily be appreciated 
for what it is by the average consumer or even audiophile, and hence may 
not set a trend in tuner technology. It would be in the best interests of 
any serious FM DXers, therefore, to seek out all available AT-VO4's, lest 
they should soon become much sought-after but discontinued models, as was 
the case with the Sony ST-5130 in its heyday. That tuner was discovered 
by the majority of DXers only well after it was out of production.
